“Victory” Wins 


Another Victory 


H.M.S. Victory has proved a 
durable as well as a famous ship. 
Built in 1765, she is not only some 
thirty years older than the Con- 
stellation, dean of American war- 
ships, but is°eleven vears senior to 
the United States itself. 
survived ‘storm and shot, the simple 
iron projectiles from French and 
Spanish guns and the bombs that 
Nazi airmen rained cown on Ports- 
mouth, says the New York Herald 
Tribune. And now it appears that 
this victorious symbol will be vic- 
torious again-——over beetles. 


The borer beetles were first re- 
ported sapping the Victory’s heart 
of oak in 1930, and the campaign 
against them began. It was not 
as spectacular as Trafalgar, when 
the Victory led a British squadron 
into action and flew Nelson's fa- 
mous signal, nor did it have the 
same significance for history. But 
if it had been lost it would have 
been just as fatal to the Victory 
as if the gunners of Admiral Ville- 
neuve’s fleet had been more accur- 
ate in their fire at Trafalgar. For- 
tunately, D.D.T. came to the res- 


_cue; the insecticide was blown into 


holes bored in the timbers, and 
last year, it is reported, some 60,- 
000 beetles a day succumbed. Now 
there is reason to believe that “the 
Victory has at least fifty years of 
service left in her,” which would 
bring her to the ripe age of 23 
years. . 

Maybe there is a moral here; a 
victory which sustains the shock of 
battle must fight. its hardest cam- 
paign against insidious insects, ‘Un- 
fortunately, there is no scientific 
formula for insecticide to safeguard 
a victory of the spirit — indeed, 
it is rather difficult to get any 
general agreement as to what is 
worth saving and how to detect 
the insects. But the effort is worth 
making if the victory was worth 
winning.

Reeve Clarke Rollins, Wollaston, 
demanded assurance of the Depart- 
ment that the levy would not be in- 
creased over the ten mills as esti- 
mated by the Department, because 
there is a limit to taxation on the 
municipalities in the area involved.” 

Mr. Duffen stated that he felt sure 
there would be no increase in the es- 
timated’ 10-mill levy. “Yes,” insisted 
Reeve Rollins, “but what assurance 
can we get?” 

“That all depends on the number of 
new children you dig up in the near 
future," smiled Mr. Duffen. “They 
tell mé they come in threes now up 
around your way.” 

County Council had passed a by- 
law last year making Bancroft the 
central point for new district area 
high school. It is the largest area of 
its kind in Ontario and according to 
reeves of the district is functioning 
well. 

More Students, Higher Costs 

Mr. Duffen explained tht the orig- 
inal estimate called for a 90 student 
school and after a survey of costs 
had been made, the levy had been 
set at 5 1-4 mills. This, however, did 
not include cost of transportation. 
Later it had been estimated that the 
district could furnish at least twice 
the number of students as originally 
mentioned, and as this called for a 
much larger school, the levy had been 
raised commensurately. 

“There is an awful mix-up some- 
where that has got to be straighten- 
ed out,” Reeve Kellar said. He told 
the council that the delegation from 
the Bancroft School Board had wait- 
ed on the Department of Education 
and had been told they would bé sub- 
sidized up to 75 per cent of the cost, 
but when.the delegation waited on 
the Department of Municipal Affairs 
it waa informed that the levy would 
be nearly twenty mills. The delegation 
was also informed that no debentures 
could be issued until the consent of 
every municipality had been received. 

It was now estimated, Reeve Kellar 
said, that the school will coat $300,- 
000 instead of $209,000 as formerly 
laid down. — 

“The present hold-up," Reeve W.

Sanday School Lesson 


Jesus, the Bread of Life 
John 6:25-35, 56-58. 
Golden Text.—I am that Bread of 

of Life—John 6:48, 
The Multitude Gathers 
It was the time of the Passover, 
about the middle of April and 
many persons were on the way to 
Jerusalem to observe it. Late in 
the afternoon the great multitude 


~ around Jesus was increasing and 


among the disciples alarm was felt 
for their foodless, shelterless 
crowd. Jesus demanded that they 
be fed. 

It was ascertained that a boy 
had a very small amount of pro- 
visions, five barley loaves and two 
emall fishes, only a boy’s meal; yet 
there were more thon five thou- 
sand persons to be fed! 

The Multitude Is Fed 

At Jesus’ bidding the multitude 
was afranged in an orderly man- 
ner. They were divided by the dis- 
ciples into companies of fifty and 
a hundred and commanded to sit 
down upon the abundant grass. As 
to the precise moment the miracle 
was wrought, it is supposed that 
Jesus broke the bread. partially and 
that the disciples carried on the 
process as they gave to cach one 
his portion, the bread meanwhile 
mecreasing as they continued to 
break and distribute it. So the 
hunger of everyone was satisfied 
and the fragments remaining were 
conserved by the provident Christ. 

The impression made by the 
miracle was deep, widespread and 
wholesome. At once the people 
identified Jesus with the prophet 
predicted by Moses, meaning the 
Messiah. 

The Bread of Life 


The next day at Capernaum 
Jesus met many of these people 
and spoke to them about the Bread 
of Life. He declared that He is the 
Bread of Life, which means that 
He is the true and only sustenance 
and nourishment of the soul. 

Jesus drew a sharp contrast be- 
tween the physical and the sipirit- 
wal: the father ate of the manna 
and it was life to them as they 
wandered in. the wilderness, but 
eventually they died. This “true 
Bread” which is from Heaven gives 
the spiritual life which has .no end.

Expansion of social services in 
Britain and increased attention to 
child care have so broadened the 
scope of the Women’s Voluntary 
Services that they will be converted 
to a permanent peacetime organiza- 
tion.

How Can I?

Some Good Tips 
For Housekeeper 


Q. How can I prevent moisture 
from forming on the eyeglasses 
when going from a cold into a 
warm atmosphere? 


A. Try moistening the tips of the 
fingers, rubbing them over the lens, 
then polishing as usual, and see if 
it doesn’t prevent this trouble. 

Q. How can I. make cream 
mayonnaise dressing? 

A. Add one cup of cream, beat- 
en until stiff, to the mayonnaise 
dressing. Serve immediately, or 
place in the refrigerator for a few 
hours, . 

Q. How can I drive a nail into 
a place where it is difficult to hold 
it with the fingers? 

A. Thrust it through a little 
strip of paper and hold the ends 
of the paper while driving. 

Q. How can I air the feathers — 
in pillows easily? 

A. When making feather pil- 
lows, make a slip of strong mos- 
quito netting for the feathers. Slip 
this into the ‘ticking and fasten, the 
ends with clasps. The feathers can 
be removed easily for airing, and 
the ticking for washing. 


There are so many tips to good 
housekeeping, the new homemaker 
will no doubt welcome a few at a 
time.

Air Travel Safer 


An automatic flight recorder de- 
signed to promote safer air travel 
has been developed by the General 
Electric Company. 

The new device will help prevent 
accidents by detecting possible dan- 
gerous airplane or pilot tendencies 
and warning a pilot by audible 
signals G.E. said last night. 

It also will furnish recorded data 
to help determine the cause of an 
accident to a plane. 

The flight recoraer brovides air- 
lines with “easily-read” records of 
a plane's altitude, vertical accelera- 
tion, airspeed. and other personal 
data, the company explained. 

The‘records are not affected by 
altitude or temperature and can re- 
main submerged in satt water for 
several days without damage, G.E. 
added. 


Post Offices Help 
Save Lives At Sea 


Every post office coast station in 
Britain maintains a constant watch, 
day and night, for distress and 
emergency calls from ships at sea. 
On receipt of such a call commer- 
cial working is suspended. Informa- 
tion received from the ship regard- 
ing the nature of her distress, and 
the kind of assistance required, is 
passed immediately to the appro- 
priate authorities who take what- 
ever action is necessary. 

In addition, the coast station 
takes a radio bearing on the ship in 
distress, and re-broadcasts on full 
power ell the information received, 
so that in the case of a ship too 
far away for help to come from 
the land, other ships in the vicinity 
may procéed-to her assistance.

Supper in a Casserole 


There are several invariable rules 


“for casserole cookers, The sauce 


should be flavorable, the mixture 
should be substantial.

Hot Off The Griddle 


With Lent approzeching many 
homemakers all across Canada are 
wishing for new ideas for meatless 
dishes. This brings up the subject 
of pancakes and waffles as main 
dishes, thus adding variety to the 
fish, egg, cheese, cereal: of 
vegetable dishes usually on the 
menus for meatless days. 

Buckwheat pancakes,or galettes 
are browned only on one side. 
When the top surface is dry they 
are. lifted from the pan, lightly 
spread with butter, rolled and serv- 
ed hot. Each person dips his ga- 
lette in cither molasses, maple o¢ 
corn syrup. Many people like 
some brown sugar spread on the 
galette before it is rolled thus 
eliminating the dipping in syrup. 

The home economists of the 
Consumer Section of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture suggest 
these recipes for pancakes. 

Buckwheat Pancakes 


’ @ cups cold water 
Mix together buckwheat flour, 
salt and baking soda, Gradually add 
cold water and beat until smooth. 
Heat heavy frying pan, and drop 
a large spoonful of pancake mix- 
ture in pan, spreading the mixture 
with the spoon to make a pancake 
of about 4” by 6”. Cook until all 
traces of whitish ancooked batter 
have disappeared. Lift from pn, 
spread with butter, roll and dip in 
molasses, Six servings, allowing 8 
to 4 pancakes per person. 
Pancakes (French Style) 
2 eggs 
@ cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
Dash of salt 
1% cups milk. 
1% cups water 
.. Fat for frying 
Béieeeges well. Mix and sift 
flour, baking peerder and salt and 
add alternately with milk and wa- 
ter to the eggs. Beat until smooth. 
Heat heavy frying pan, add a Ilit- 
tle fat and pour in about 8 table- 
spoonfuls of the pancake mixture, 
Tilt the frying pan quickly from 
side to side to spread the mixture 
so that it almost covers the pat 
and makes the pancake very thin 
and lacy. When under side is gold- 
en brown and edges crisp, turn 
pancake and brown other side. Six 
servings, allowing 3 to 4 packages, 
6” in diameter, per person. 
Note: These pancakes should be 


> very thin, crisp and irregular in 


shape. Serve them flat or rolled 
with maple syrup, molasses or corn 
ayrup. 
Turnip Pancakes 
1 cup pastry flour 
OR 


1 cup less 2 tbsp. all-purpose 
flour 
14 teaspoon salt 
1% teaspoon baking powder 


tablespoon molasses 
2 tablespoons melted fat 


Sift together the dry ingredients. 
Beat eggs slightly, add the milk, 
mashed turnip, molasses and melt- 
ed fat. Add liquid mixture to dry 
ingredients and blend wefl. Drop 
by spoonfuls onto a hot greased, 
heavy. frying pan and cook until 
brown on bottom, and top is pep- 
pered with bubbles. Turn. Yield: 
10 pancakes 3 %" ir diameter.

Chemical Treatment 
Fireproofs Fabrics 


Fewer little girls may burn to 
death by having their fluffy dress- 
es. catch fire from candles, opea 
heaters or carelessly handled 
matches if the United States con- 
gress passes a bill for the chemi- 
cal treatrment of wearing apparel 
and other fabrics to make them 
less flammable. California already 
has such a law, applying only to 
wearing apparel, and other states 
are considering similar measures. 
The textiles and dry goods indus- 
tries are handled by national leg- 
islation rather than to allow @ 
chaotic situation to arise from 
divergent state laws. 

Already available are two pro- 
cesses for treating cloth to make 
it flame-resistant and another is 
promised in a few months from 
charring and to keep from flaming 
and burning. The proposed federal 
measure would provide a_yard- 
stick for testing fabrics and prob- 
ably would apply to all. fabrics, 
since the danger from burning cur- 
tains is. almost as great as that 
from ignited clothing. Though not 
intended as a substitute for per- 
sonal caution, the general treat 
ment of fabrics for flammability 
might prevent many mishaps from 
having fatal consequences,

(Edlitor’s Note: This is the first of 
a series of weekly stories which Clark 
Young, treasurer of the Ontario 
Plowmen’s Association, will write 
about the visit of Canada’s Champion 
plowmen to Britian.) 

Canada's four champion plowmen, 
their team manager, and I are on 
our way to Britain. It will be the 
first time any of us have seen the 
Old Land and we hope to bring back 


. a lot of valuable information. 


Our trip wil take us into England, 
Scotland and Ireland, giving us a 
chance to see farms that have been 
under cultivation for hundreds of 
years. We want to know how Can- 
adian products are being received 
over there; how the British farmers 
managed during the war; and what 
the farming conditions are like now 
that peace is back again. 

The four champion plowmen are 
two teams and they will take part in 
plowing matches in Lancashire, Eng- 
land, and County Down in Northern 
Ireland. Floyd Steckley and Austin 
Nairn won the Salada gold and silver 


| medals in the Trans-Atlantic Class 
|for horse-drawn 


jointer plowing at 
the International Plowing Match held 
in’ Ontario on the Port Albert Air- 
port last October. Fred Timbers and 
Alex Black were winners in the Esso 
Open Tractor Class at the Match. 

As champions they were awarded 
this trip and all their expenses and 
those of the manager are being paid 
jointly by the Imperial Oil Limited 
and the Salade Tea Co. of Canada 
Ltd., while mine are beifig paid by the 
Ontario Plowmen’s Association. 

George Waldie is managing the 
teams. He's a director of the Ontario 
Plowmen’s /ssociation which spon- 
sors the International Matches. I'm 
going along as another representative 
of the O.P.A. of which I'm treasurer, 
and I've been asked to write articles 
as we travel. 


MATCHES IN ONTARIO 

Plowing matches have been held by 
Ontario farmers for over a century 
and the International Matches have 
been sponsored by the Association 
since 1913. A trip like this across the 
Atlantic was planned for the winners 
of horse plowing in 1939 but was 
cancelled because of the outbreak of 
the war and the men visited the 
United States instead. In 1942 it was 
decided to suspend International 
Matches until the end of the war be- 
cause of travel restrictions. The Vic- 
\ tory Match at Port Albert brought 
| competitions back again and they 
were bigger and better than ever. 

Plowmen normally “wet their feet” 
at township and county matches 
and when they have acquired suffic- 
ient skill and confidence they enter 


they meet representatives from prac; 
tically every county in Ontario as 
well as those from other provinces 
and from the United States. 

Let me ‘ell you a little more about 
the men who are making the trip. 
We're all from Ontario and you might 
say we're old friends because we've 
been meeting each other at various 
plowing matches for a good many 
years now. 


THE WINNERS 


When Floyd Steckley won the Sal- 
ada gold medal at Port Albert it was 
his fourth International championship 
in horse-drawn plowing.

THE MANAGER 


Our trip manager, Geo. Waldie, 
lives at R.R. 2, Downie township, 
Perth County, two miles from Strat- 
ford, on “Athelstane Farm” where he 
was born 48 years ago. His father, a 
hardware merchant, started a Short- 
horn herd in 1894 and later became 
president of both the Dominion Short- 
horn Breeder’s Assotiation and of the 
Cattle Breeder’s Association. George 
still is carrying on the herd and is 
a director of the Ontario Plowmen’s 
Association, belongs to the Board of 
Managers and Session of Knox Pres- 
byterian Church, Stratford, and to the 
Tecumseh Masonic Lodge.

1SAMPLE SURVEY. OF 
EMP 


PLOYMENT CONDITIONS 


On March 3, the Dominion Bureau 
of statistics will begin its sixth 
sample survey of the Canadian labor 
force. This survey is carried out by 
interviews with a random selection 
of households in a sample of areas in 


force survey is carried out approxi- 
mately every three months and is 
designed to obtain current estimates 
! of the volume of employment and un- 
employment in Canada as well as 
other labour force information. The 
sample ‘includes avproximately 25,- 


000 households in abqut 100 cities or 


sample areas scattered across Can- 
ada. ; 

On the basis of the survey, esti- 
mates of employment in diferent in- 
dustries, weekly. hours of work, the 
regional distribution of unemploy- 
ment, the number of students and 
other non-workers, and other signif- 


icant statistical data are obtained. . 


The sampling method of the labor 
force survey emiiedy the most re- 
cent developments in statistica! 
theory, in order to achieve both speed 
and efficiency in the sampling op- 
erations. 

The survey wil be carried out by 


* official enumerators of the Dominien 


Bureau of Statistics,” who will inter- 
view a small fraction of the houyse- 
holds in Madoc and the remainder of 
this area during the two weeks the 
gurvev is in progress. All enumerators 
carry official credentials and any in- 
formation given to them is strictly 
confidential. 

No enumerator exercises any per- 
sonal choice or option in the selection 
of households to be interviewed, 
since all sample households are picked 
beforehand or are selected by com- 
pletely random methods by the enum- 
erator. Some households will be inter- 
viewed several times at intervals of 
three months, but very few more 
than four times. The explanation of 
the repetitive interviews is that they 
improve the reliability of estimates 
of changes from quarter to quarter.

Details on the existence of per- 
petually torrid layers of air in the 
otherwise cold upper atmosphere 
were disclosed by the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics, 


a United States Government re- 
search agency.

NAA subcommittee show a _ hot 
zone with temperature at 170 de- 
grees Fahrenheit from 30 to 40 
miles above the earth's surface.

From here 
on out the air grows hot again 
and reaches 212 degrees at 400,000 
feet, the present limit of investiga-
